Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicants will submit amendments to the claims in order to 
overcome all claim rejections under 35 USC 112, first paragraph, and 35 USC 112, second paragraph. Applicants will 
submit corrected drawings and appropriate corrections to the specification. The rejection of claims under 35 USC 
102(b) was discussed in detail. Mr. Solomon pointed out that Table 3 in column 4 of the Klos patent does not disclose 
or clearly teach that conversion coatings on zinc-base or cadmium-base surfaces possess at least 100 hours corrosion 
resistance in a standard salt spray test. It was agreed that the numerical values in the "Hours Salt Spray" columns 
actually represent the percent of specimen surface area which had been corroded in the standard salt spray test after a 
particular time period (i.e., 4 hours or 22 hours or 66 hours). Hence, it was agreed that the Klos patent does not teach, 
suggest, or disclose conversion coatings on zinc-base or cadmium-base surfaces having at least 100 hours corrosion 
resistance in a standard salt spray test. The Examiner stated that a non-patent reference had been found during a 
search after the first Office Action had been mailed, and this reference described the ligand replacement kinetics for 
trivalent (+3) chromium. The Examiner stated that a second, non-final rejection of all claims under 35 USC 103(a) 
which utilized U.S. Patent No. 5,368,655 (Klos), the newly-found non-patent reference, and another non-patent 
reference would be presented in the next Office Action. 
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
